A POST OFFICE WANTED. — 





Wherever a post-office can be established with- 
out any additional charge upon the Exchequer, 
and where it will prove an accommodation if ou- 
ly to half a dozen of colonists, it should undoubt- 
edly be done. In Canada, for instance, hundreds 
of offices have been established in this way : 
The people immediately interested petition the 
department ; a shop-keeper at the ‘‘ cross-roads,” 
or wheix there is no shop-keeper, % respectable 
settler offers to discharge the dutiés of Postmas- 
ter without remuneration ; the stamp and station- 
ary are farnished by the Government ; and thus 
every little hamlet, nay, we might almost say, 
every. “‘cross-roads” has its post-office. The 
general rale, héwever, is to allow the postmas- 
ter in such cases one-third of the proceeds of his 
office asa sort of remuneration, In this way 
the settler has rarely occasion to travel more 
than two or three miles for his letters and papers. 
In this colony, so far at least, this plan has not 
been tried, although it might be introduced in 
many places with very great advantage, Tiere 
are settlements in which the people are entirely 
cut off from the benefits of tlje mail service, al- 
though by no means enjoying exemption from 
the taxation necessary to sustain it. We conld 
name several settlements in which it would’ be 
advisable to establish branch offices of this sort 
but we will content ourselves fur the nonce with 
naming the Chilliwhack District. There are a 
very considerable number of settlers in this dis- 
trict, and we believe their nearest post-office is 
about 40 miles off. The river steamers call 
regularly there—at Codville Landing we believe 
—and the thing would therefore involve no ad- 
ditional expense, so far as the steamboat service 
is concerned ; and we have no doubt that Mr. 
Codville would cheerfully undertake the not very 
onerous duties of Postmaster. We trust this 
subject will have the early attention of the Post- 
master-General, and that, commencing with Chil- 
liwhack, many of the outlying districts will be 
Perhaps we might 
be permitted, in concluding these few cursory re- 
marks, to enquire what has become of the new 
mail system and the contract for carrying it 
out ?

Canada and the Maritime Provinces. 


Our Canadian files are to the 19th April. 
The intelligence of Lincoln’s assassination pro- 
duced a very profound sensation of horror. 
Mass meetings were held in all the cities and 
towns throughout the Province, at which strong 
speeches were made and resolutions of condolence 
passed. Special services were held in many of 
the churches. In Great St. James-street Wes. 
leyan Chapel, Montreal, a union meeting, repre- 
‘senting all the Protestant denominations.in the city, 
was held. That spacious edifice was crowded, 
and the services were solemn and affecting, <A 
few Southerners in Toronto ventured at first to 
‘give expression to their feelings of gratification ; 
but public opinion completely overawed them.— 
The Honorables George Brown, J. A. McDon- 
ald, Galt, and Cartier, had left for England as a 


Steastion to the Imperial Government respect- 


‘ederation and other 0 ar public ques- 
real, died, aged 82 
years.—The St. Albans Raiders had been sent 
to Toronto to stand their trial for a breach of 
neutrality laws, the proccedings for extradition 
having been withdrawn.—Montreal had - been 
again visited by one of those inundations to 
which itis subject from the ice jams on the 
breaking up‘in the spring, (In this instance the 
@ase was more serious than any on record. A 
great part of the city was inundated to a depth 
of several feet, and people were in many instan- 
ces driven to garrets and even house tops, while 
the streets were crowded with scows, boats, 
rafts &c., plying back and forth. Over three 
hundred houses and sixty lives were destroyed. 
—In Nova Scotia and New Brunswick there 
was a sort of reaction in public feeling respect- 
ing Federation. In the latter Province there 
: appeared to be little prospect of the anti-Federa- 
tion party being able to carry on the Government. 
Prince Edward’s Island had been notified that 
whether @ Federal union should take place or 
not the salary of the Licutenant-Governor would 
cease to be an Imperial charge.—The Hon, Mr. 
Tilley had gone to England with the Canadian 
delegation ; and although his visit was unofficial 
it ‘was presumed he would be consulted in mat- 
ters connected with the Federation scheme.

before I baveltime to’ dress.” All right, madam,” 
replied the cdrporal, ‘we will wait till you have on 
your duds.” | Presently there appeared at the tent door 
an old lady with a bucket on her arm, escorted by Mrs. 
Davis in person, who, in a pleading tone, said, ‘ pleage 
let my mother go to the spring for some water to wash.” 
‘lt strikes me yout mother wears very- large boots,”’ 
said the guard, as he poked the old lady’s dress with 
his.sabre and discovered a pair of No. 13 calf-skins— 
‘“and whiskers too,” said the sergeant, as he raised the 
hand from her face and Jeff. Davis stood before them, 
After the captare Col. Pritchard started with his pris- 
oners for Macon. The party were all sullen, and Davis 
remarked that if he had not been surprised he would 
not have surrendered without a fight. While on the 
road they received President Johnston’s proclamation 
offering 4 bundréd thousand dollars reward for Davis. 
He read it and trembled ; his hand dropped to his side, 
and with a groan he droppedthe paper. His wife pick- 
ed it up, read it over, and the entire party burst into 
tears, The eavalry escort arrived at Macon ou the 14th 
and soon after took a special train for Atlanta, thence 
to Augusta. 

Fortress Monnor, May 20.—Among the passenges 
on the steamer Clyde, which arrived to-day, are Jeff, 
Davis and wife, four children, her brother and sister, 
and A. H. Stephens, who surrendered to our cavalry 
while at hig house near Atlanta. He is in most feeble 
health. @. ©. Clay arid wife, Gen. Wheeler and staff, 
and several others of lesser note are among the number, 

Forraess Monror, May 21.—The Clyde remained 
another entire day at Hampton Roads. Jeff. Davis and 
family) had not been removed up to this evening, 
Wheeler and staff were removed to the gunboat Maumee 
this morning and started for Fort Warren. Stephens 
and Postmaster-Gen. Regan were to be removed to the 
Tuscvrora, which left fur Fort Delaware. 

New York. May 21.—A special dispatch says that

preciation df the position in which they stand. Davis 
has ho idea that anything beyond banishment will be 
his lot. Stephens thinks the Confederacy might start 
the civil government again, which wouldinstitute mea- 
surea for repeal of the Ordinance of Secession, and by 
that means restore the original relations. Regan thought 
there|would be no difficulty in bringing about good 
feeling, provided that disfranchisement and confiscation 
be not carried too far. No-one expected that slavery 
could be saved, or that the debt would be assumed, but 
he thought that rebels who had official positions should 
not be deprived of their votes or lose their property.

THIRD DISPATCH. 


Wasuixctox, May 23.—As early as 7 this morning 
people assembled in Pennsylvania Avenue to witness 
the great review. ‘The day is beautiful and everything 
is in order for march of the war-worn troops in front of 
the President’s house. An immense stand was erected 
on the south side for the gallant officers of Grant and 
Sherman, who are to review the troops. Another stand 
was put up on the north side for Congressmen, and 
there are other stands also on the squares for the ac- 
commodation of soldiers.. The residences in the vici- 
nity of the President’s house are adorned with flags and 
evergreens, and the route of march is ed with peo- 
ple eager to give the heroes of war & earty welcome, 
The columns commenced moving at 9 o'clock, the first 
being beaded by Gen. Meade, followed by his staff. He 
was cheered along the route, the ladies waving their 
handkerchiefs. At the Capitol children were assembled 
who were distributing bouquets and loose flowers to 
the gallant men as vee passed along. The soiled and 
tattered flags of the soldiers are proudly borne by them 
amid the cheers of lookers-on. Cavalry is first in order 
to pass in review under Gen. Merrete, Gen. Custer 
bears « beautifal wreath on his arm, presented by the 
children at the Oapitol. The stand in the vicinity of 
the President's house is surrounded by a dense crowd. 
The avenue is clear of vehicles, and many thousands 
have come here to witness the review, and the sidewalks 
are thronged. From the President’s house to the Exe- 
cutive mansion—a distance of a mile and a half—win- 
dows, house-tops, and other elevated positions, are oc- 
cupied by deeply interested people. All public business 
is suspended, and there is a general holiday. On the 
door of the Capitol is the following in very large letters : 
‘©The only national debt we never pay—the debt of 
gratitude we owe to the victorious Union soldiers.” 
At the north Capitol at least 20,000 children assembled, 
neatly dressed, and there was much pleasure exhibited 
among them in presenting things tosoldiers. Allarms 
of service were represented in, full force, and an occa- 
sional insertion of a body of Zaaves tended to relieve 
the sameness and give fine effect as they moved up the 
avenue. There was a continuous moving live. As far 
as the eye could reach were State, national, regimental 
and other flags. Some of them were new with stars of 
gold glittering in the sun; others were thickly covered 
with names and dates of battles where victories were 
won by these proud veterans. On the south side of the 
avenue, fronting the Executive mansion, stands were 
placed which were hung handsomely aud festooned with 
national flags; and bt various points might be seen in- 
scriptions as follows: Atlanta, Stone River, South 
Mountain, Vicksburg, Savanah, Richmond, Petersburg, 
Coal Harbor. This stand was occupied in part by Pre- 
sident Johnston and members of the Cabinet, Grant, 
Sherman, and other distinguished army Officers. As 
each division passed in review before the President and 
Grant, the commanders severally left the column and 
took seats on the platform. The crowd in that pant of 
the city was extremely dense, and at the main point of 
attraction and receiving places, where were assembled 
the highest dignitaries. Gen. Custer rode a powerful 
horse, restive, and at times ungovernable. When near 
tha Treasury Department the animal madly. dashed for- 

‘ward to the head of the line. The general vainly en- 
deavored to check bim, at the same time endeavoring 
to retain the wreath of flowers which had been placed 
on him: In his flight the general lost bis hat. He fin- 
ally conquored the horse and reported conduct. In 
passing the President’s stand he made a low bow and 
was applauded by the multitude. The troops occupied 
six hours in review, from 9 a. m. to 3 P. m. ‘The re- 
view was the \grandest affair which bas ever taken 
place on this continent, and was suggestive of the tri- 
als and glories of the armies. 3
